With one notable exception, price 
of grains on the North American 
markets have advanced sharply 
during the past few weeks, some 
of them to the highest levels in 
many years says the current re- 
‘view released today by the Pio- 
neer Grain Company Limited. The 
single exception is the price of 
wheat on the Winnipeg wheat mar- 
ket. Far from’ rising, Winnipeg 
(wheat prices have declined since 
the beginning of the new crop 
year. 

While it is impossible to give a 
fully adequate account of what has 
been taking place, certain factors 
appear to have been of dominating 
importance in recent market action. 
Among these may be placed: 

Rising demand in both Canada 
and the United States for certain 
types of agricultural products, par- 
(iicularly those derived from ani- 
mals, which in turn has stimulated 
the demand for feed grains and 
food stuffs generally; . 
Specific measures 
States government to support the 
price of surplus commodities like 
wheat and cotton; 

The genaral upward tendency in 
commodity prices, which some at- 
tribute to inflationary influences.

For some years the Ontario gov- 
érnment has “ear-marked all motor 
revenues for highway purposes,” it 
is pointed out by members of the 
Alberta Motor Association. 

That province was thus enabled to 
spend millions of dollars on build- 
ing hard surfaced highways,, the 
outlays being augmented by rea- 
son also of borrowings of capital 
funds. 

The consequence was that Ontario 
was able to make a strong bid for 
U. S. tourist trade, while it also 
could capitalize on the Dominion 


Government's expenditure of $500, 


000 a year for its Travel Bureau 
work in stiving to increase U. S. 


tourist travel in’ Canada. 


When the U. S. tourists surged in- 


to Ontario they spent millions of 
dollars buying primary products, 
such as eggs, butter, bacon, cream, 
milk and vegetables from the farm- 
ers. 


Obviously this new-found busi- 
times to the 
Ontario farmer who was thereby 
receiving a direct benefit from tou- 
rist trade. That pace has been main- 
tained by Ontario which has cap- 
tured the great percentage of the 
tourist trade of the Dominion. 
What has been done in Ontario 
can be done, though of course on a 
smaller scale at the start, in Al- 
berta.

In southwest Manitoba  thou- 
sands of acres of crop lands, laid, 
waste in the drought years of the 
1930’s, are now. producing: luxuri- 
iaryt crops. 

The scars of the drought years 
remain, Some will remajn for years 
to come, but the etting has 


a ing 

he drought years ia crops 
grow thinner. The seed produces 
short and stunted growth. The 
dusty dfy soil swept the fields bare 
and the farmer labored for scant 
returns, 

In summer, thirsty livestock 
dropped and re-cropped, yet short- 
er vegetation barely showing above 
the powdered earth. In winter, 


food was rationed and the stalls 
lacked their usual bedding of 
straw. 


Only dry hollows and indenta- 
tions showed where the sloughs 
and creeks had been. Rivers dwin- 
dled to a trickle and failed, leaving 
only caked earth. 

Today the farmer works, a moist 
sail. The air is clear and growth 
abundant. Livestock no longer 
thirsty, feed knee-deep in shoulder- 
high in nourishing vegetation. 

» Livestock raising is no’ longer a. 
sideline. Agriculture in the former 
Manitoba drought area is now 
diversified. ; 
LEARNED A LESSON 

Dams are now conserving larga 
necessary supplies of water in for- 
mer bone-dry river beds. The 
creeks run and sloughs harbor wild 
‘water-fowl. 

Acreage to grain crops is small- 
er, Alfalfa, millet, brome and. 
other grasses as well as carn grow 
iconacnds hiss the field roadside, 


, 


clover almost obscures the passing 
auto, 

Haystacks are everywhere. One 
farm had 18, and on another 200 
tons of hay had fallen to the whir 
of mower knives. 

Fat, sleek cattle and horses, in 
larger numbers than in previous 
years, graze on almost every farm. 
‘The vegetation is more than they 
can hope to crop. This years off} 


‘spring of calves and colts reflects 


the healthier condition of their 
dams. 

The brood sow and suckling pigs 
are often hidden in the miniature 
forests of vegetation that cover 
their once bleak pastures. 

BUILD UP POULTRY 

The small acreage of unbroken 
scd and bluffs that intersperse the 
crop lands abound with wild game 
birds. 

“We're going into cattle and 
hogs on a larger scale than possbly' 
ever before and a lot of farmers, 
are building up large flocks of 
poultry," a farmer told us. 
“There's. more money now in live- 
ctock than in grain, and it lcoks. 
as though farmers in this part of 
Manitoba will produce some of 
evrything from now on, instead of 
just grain.” 

The determination to overcome 
heartbreaking obstacles Is typical 
of the producer in Southwest 
Manitoba. He is actively co-oper- 
ating with nature and science to 
lay the foundation for a sounden 
agricultural program. 

He realizes that he must prevent 
the loss of fertile soil through 
erosion. And that only by progres- 
sive farming in the wet years and 
adjustments with changing con- 
ditions can He hope to weather 
future drought years more success- 
eully than in ne 1930's.

THE .RESPONSIBILITY

the momentous influence of the 
responsible gift of hearing. Every 
moralist emphasizes the power of 
the tongue; comparatively few em- 
hasize the power of the ear. All 
our moral maxims are concerned 
with the use and abuse of the 
tongue. We appear to ignore or for- 
get the awful damage that can be 
inflicted by the misuse of the ear.

is we all know only too well from 
the tragic experience of those coun

to devour them. When Diabolu 
attacked the Tower of Mansou! 
the city was secure until the in 
habitants began to listen to th 


enemy's speech, and Bunyan gocs 
on to tell us that as soon as Mansou! 
lent his ears to the engaging speech 
of the foe, “my Lord Innocency 
sank down in the place where he 
stood and could not be brought to 
life again.”

An Invitation. 


During the past winter 4,870 dif’ 
ferent samples of farmers’ seed have 
been sent in to The North-West Ling 
Elevators Association for germinatio! 
tests. As a result of the prevalence o1 
frost damage in northern areas, par- 
ticularly to oats and barley, the re- 
sults of the tests have been of great 
importance to farmers availing them- 
selves of the service. 

About 2,500 farmers have asked us 
to make growing tests in the fleld in 
order to determine the varietal purity 
of their stocks. We have undertaken 
to do this for wheat varieties only. In 
oats, varietal purity is hard to estab- 
lish and, since it is largely a matte 
of feed, purity is of small concert 
except to seed growers. Barley is 
more difficult than wheat, and we 
hesitate to burden university or gov- 
ernment cerealists unduly. 

We shall, therefore, have about 
2,000 samples of wheat seed planted 
for purity tests. In nearly all cases, 
the plots will be identical with the 
crops the individual farmers con- 
cerned are growing, since they volun- 
tarily sent their own seed in to us. 
The plots will be located at the Uni- 
versity of Manitoba. 

I take this opportunity of inviting 
farmers and others who may be in 
Winnipeg this summer to visit our 
office, laboratory and plots. Our ad- 
dress is 763 Grain Exchange Building. 
At,the same time you can visit the 
Dominion Grain Inspection _ Offices 
and the Grain Research Laboratory 
of the Board of Grain Commissioners
